However, the story of that execution got 
noised abroad, and, though-ihe Paris jour- 
nalists wore very severe with me and de- 
clared tbac I lost, ray1 bead fw well as< did the 
wrotoh, 1 executed, ,"Sl;}eo :.thon 11 have 
found my clients less recflloltiSant. tUn 
iny uppo\ntmeiit J fpllowed jbhe tirade of a 
.tailor, and so from a,.mak.« of garments 
in second class emporiums I h,a^e4,Work 
my way up, as,' you see, to Be. • a .first class 
cut-in tho governjjqftat establishment."

Is it not simple now)1 I may 
tell you that I always keep 'If* machine' 
ready for use, as Iain liable to bo sum- 
moned at a moment's notice. I am sup- 
posed to receive a full day's notice In Paris 
and two days for the departments, but ] 
always bold myself in readiness to «tart at 
any moment, as so soon as tho day and 
hour of an execution ate fixed by the au- 
thorities there Is a great deal to bo done in 
a very short tlmo. 


"In Paris I make it a rule to pass the 


night preceding an execution at the Ro- 
quetto prison so as to be on the spot when 
tho two black vans—one .containing the 
'woods of justice* and tbokther destinec 
to convey the body of "the culprit to Ivry 
cemetery—arrive at daybreak. Then 
personally superintend the installation ol 
la machine and give a dress rehearsal, as 
It were, of the performance with the gen 
tleinan who Id to take the loading role left 
out. By this means I have always, vvitl 
one solitary exception, avoided any hitch 
at the last critical moment. As soon us 
the hour decided upon strikes tho culprit 
is handed over to my assistant, who, to

Here and there In the' slums or in little 


frequented streets are the old metal and 
furniture shops where real bargains are to 
be had. That more real bargains do not 
Dome out of them is due to the fact of

What one finds in these shops is no bet- 


ter than the stock in the antique stores of 
reputation which are becoming common 
up town .and line one. avenue in particu- 
lar, but it sells for fractional prices. The 
up town dealers know the value of their 
mahogany and brasses, and they affix a 
price almost Invariably well in advance of 
that value. Their supply is pretty regular- 
ly drawn from the same kind of source. 
Some man whoso house is handsomely fur- 
nished dies or fails or moves away. .His 
household goods are sold at auction. Un- 
der tho red flag gather representatives of 
tho various antique stores to buy vv hutevor 
is good in niassho furniture and odd or- 
naments at prices averaging about one- 
third of the price which will be asked 
when the article is transferred to the scop 
With tho small, unknown store tbo case is 
quite different. Sometimes the dealer pays 
almost nothing and so can afford to sell 
for comparatively small prices. Some- 
times ho is himself Ignorant of the values 
of his merchandise, and then his customer 
gathers in the dividend of superior knowl-( 
edge. Again, his wares, particularly in 
the case of small gocds, may-have come to 
him through dovjous ways. Honesty al- 
ways gets Its heavy percentage in dealing 
with dishonesty. 


On tho edge of tho negro quarter on the 


lower west side is a little shop that does a 
sort of hybrid business in old mctala, w ood 
and miscellaneous junk. Without ever 
getting into the police records it is still a 
place of occasional police surveillance. One 
of its customers, whoso dealings with It 
are of the kind which do not interest the 
police, bought two years ago a very beau- 
tiful and massive mahogany table from 
tho proprietor of the place.

Some people agree with Professor Sbaler.

olu(yt, whereas the cat.,,has nowhere been 
generally used as a hunting, animal. .The 
dog is essentially gregarious. He loves.tp 
hunt in packs, and when introduced to a 
human family he regards the-family as his 
pack and hunts, accordingly, t>o that he is 
easily made serviceable by the human 
hunter. The oat, on tho contrary, is un- 
social. It lives alone and hunts alone, so 
tbat it could not be expected to bo easily 
trained to bunt, either with men or for 
men. 
In fact, the only member of the cat 


family that is known to havo been trained 
to hunt is the cheetah, though an ancient 
Egyptian painting, which may be seen in 
the British xuueuuiu, represensa catvvhich 
is apparently assisting, a hunter to catch 
birds. 


There is another .reason for thinking 


that tbo cat mubt have been adopted by 
man after the, hunting ago—namely, the 
oat's wonderful attachment to localities. 
Animals like the wolf, with which the 
dog is moat closely allied, follow their 
prey over vast tracts o'f country and seem 
to bo entirely destitute of local attach- 
ment. The wildcat, on tho contrary, set- 
tlus down in a particular bpot and waits 
for Its prey to como.

The Tien Tsin Battle. 


TIEN TSIN, July 13th, VIA CHEE Foo, 


If'.th, AMJ SHANGHAI. 18tb.~--The battle 
which began ivith the attack of seven 
thousand of tho allied forces on the 
walls of tbo native city at two o'clock 


i this afternoon lasted all day, two bat- 


i taliouH uf tho Ninth United States in 
' fantry participating. It is reported that 
'215 of this command were killed or 
wounded, including ten or Uftecn of- 
ficers. Col. E. H. Liscnm was killed 
and Majors JeBso M. Leo and JamcH 
Megan, Captains Charlej It. Noyes, An- 
drew IJrewbter and E. V. Booktuiller, 
First Lieutenants William K. Naylor, 
Louis B. Lawton, Harold Hammond 
and Ira WaMron were -wounded. Among 
the United States marines there were 
forty casualties. Tbe lulled were Cap- 
tains Davis uud William B. Lemly un<l 
First Lieutenants Leonard and Smcdloy 
B. Butlor. Tho American contingent! 
lying in tbe shallows 
hastily 
dug 


trenches, 
full ot 
water, facing tho 


southern wall of tho city. 
Suffering 


from want of food and water, and bo 
ing short of ammunition, they were or 
dored Dy tho general to retire under 
cover of darkness. The Russians were 
outside tbo eastern wall, Wbilo'the Jap- 
anese, British and French were close to 
tlie western wall, with tbe Chinese try- 
ing to outflank thorn. The walls were 
sadly battered by the shells. The bat 
tie will bo renewed in tho morning. 
The total IOHSGH of the allies are csti 
mated at 800. A messenger* -who left 
Pekin. on July 1st arrived here today. 
He says that when ho loft, all the for- 
eigners wore in the B^Jt^Jv/JflgftljCf anil 
tbo Chinese had begun to bombard 
them from the streets..' ,The foreigners 
had been under rifle lire for a week 
previously and one of them had been 
killed and tlmteen woundefl. Tho ma- 
rines tried unsuccessfully to capture 
guns on the walls, commanding the 
legation. Tbo besieged party had an 
abundance of provisions. 


Distribution Gf Losses. 


LONDON, Jnlf 18. — A despatch from 


Tien Tsin to the Daily Express distri 
butes the killed of the allies ic tho cap 
ture of the walled city as follows: Rus- 
sians, 100; Japanese, titty-seven; Brit- 
ish, forty; 
Americans, thirty-seven. 


This correspondent asserts that thons 
ands of Chinese were killed and that, 
when the despatch was sent, lighting 
was still going on in various parts of 
Tiea Tsin.

WASHINGTON, July 18.— The war de- 


partment today received a cablegram 
from General Mo Arthur, dated Manila, 
July 18th, saying that Col. Liscum'fl 
body was buried at Tong Ku on the 
17th inst.

all his strength, for the line was new

lu this dilemma ho had to hold on tight,

In 1S19 
one of the attendants of the Scarborough 
niiuarlum v.-ns attacked by only a small 
octopus when cleaning out n tank. The 
i-xporienco might have ended fatally had 
he been in the sea with a fiood tide. As 
it was he bad to make his exit, leaving 
his boot (by which the creature held him 
fast) behind him. 


But there have been occasions in other 


Beas" when the worst has happened, aud 
men have been caught in tho slimy folds 
of gigantic cuttles, which have held them 
on or dragged them to destruction.

Greuville Temple tells us how a Sardin- 
ian captain, while bathing at Jcrbch, 
was seized aud drowned by an octopus, 
bis limbs being bound by the arms of the 
animal, although only in four feet of 
water, while Captain J. M. Dens, n 
French navigator of repute, states that

"It has never appeared yet as an item 


among those published in reports of vital 
statistics relating to railroads," said a 
railroad official, "but it is a fact all the 
same that the stone ballasting of rail- 
ronds has been a great life saver on roads 
that have adopted the use of that kind 
of bnllast.

only as nearer routes, but much more to 
their liking than the muddy, rough tie 
dusty wagon ronds for their trinling 
trips where a wagon was not required. 


"Xo matter how many of those pi-ili-s- 


trians, whether trumps or others, mi^lit 
be rnn down by rushing and con.'UMiig 
railway trains, and snch fatalities wore 
alarmingly frequent, the ever threatening 
dangers of the track were as nothing 
compared 'with its convenience and com- 
fort, and podestriuuisln of this kind not 
only ivas not scared off, but it actually 
increased. 
Stringent 
railroad 
orders 


against walking on the roadbed, onfovrcd 
by strict police rules, corihl not affect this 
practice in the least, and the cars wont 
on- killing men. women and children with 
frightfnl regularity. 
But the invention 


of the stone crusher, without having this 
purpose at all in view, has accomplished 
what constant menace to life and limb 
never could have done. 
The duiflpiiig 


along the railroad tracks of rough and 
jagged bits of stone has changed them 
from smooth highways to jagged paths 
that cut the boots aud hurt the foet aud 
inako the course of the walker not only 
ditticult and slow, hut exceedingly pain- 
ful. 


"It will tire a man more to walk a 


mile on a stone ballasted railroad bed 
than it will to walk ten on oven tho poor- 
est turnpike or country highway, to say 
nothing of tho wear and tear of foot- 
gear. Tliivprofossiiinal tramp is never so 
well shad that lie cares to risk his feet to 
wounds hif> leather is powerless to pre- 
vent, and he Imlos extra exertion. 


"So. 
with many anathemas on the 


economy that has covered the railroads 
with bruising and wearying stone, he 
shuns them and grumblingly seeks the 
lunger country roads. Others) and repu- 
table piople who

tracks as pathways have been forced to 
leave them with like regret, and they use 
hard language against the railroad com- 
panies."—Chicago Tribune.

For the past 0\e years 1 


have been working almost exclusively 
along the bumpy line, and now fully two- 
thirds of iny customers are people trou- 
bled with some physical imperfection 
which they want concealed or. where 
thut is impossible, reduced to a minimum 
by their clothes. 


"It stands to reason that it is a difficult 


thing to give a deformed man a good tit. 
It might seem to the casual observer that 
any tailor who can turn out a well fitting 
suit of clothes for a sound, upright man 
ought to be able to do proportionately 
good uork for a cripple, but this theory 
does not hold water in practice. 
I know 


scores Of tailors up town who do first 
class work when sewing for their own 
trade, but as soon us they infringe on 
my specialty they make a botch of every- 
thing they lay their hands on. Their in- 
competency in that line is diu- chiefly to 
the tendency to give attention to the 
whimsical notions and suggestions of 
patrons. 


"As a rule, a man whose physique1 is 


out of kolter is very sensitve in regard to 
his short comings. lie naturally wants 
the defect minimized to the greatest pos- 
sible degree, and he has a grist of ideas 
which would, be believe"!, tend to im- 
prove bis appearance. 
The tailor who 


has not learned from experience the cut 
best adapted to various deformities is 
apt to be guided by the most plausible 
of these Miggostiiins, and the- result is 
general dissatisfaction to all concerned. 


"As for my self, having studied this 


branch of the trade for so many years, I 
consider that I am competent to tit the 
worst case of crooked limbs or bad back 
on record, and. while 1 listen patiently to 
directions and apparently defer to the 
wishes of my customers, in reality I fol- 
low my own judgment, and the <-<in.se- 
qisonee is I am troubled by fewer UiH<ers 
than any other tailor of my acquaint- 
ance. 
I nm quite proud of my reputa- 


tion too. There are hosts of tln--o bumpy 
people in town, ami it is high time some- 
body was making » special study of their 
anatomy."—Now YorU Sun.

A Game Witk Xapoleon Iu Which 4h« 


Great Eiuperor "Warn Badly Snub- 
bed—Ho vv It Wa» Operated and Ilotr 
the Secret .Wmi Discovered. 


On J uly 5, 1854, a fire broke out in the 


old National theater, which soon extend- 
ed to the Chinese museum, separated 
from it-only by .a narrow alley rf In the 
destruction of the museum was lost the 
most famous automaton the world had 
ever known, and yet the fact passed un- 
noticed ill the Philadelphia newspapers 
of that day. The automaton chess play- 
er, like many of his human antagonists, 
had outlived his day and for several 
years had- occupied a 'recess in a small 
room in a part of the building but little 
frequented by visitors. 


This famous automaton was construct- 


ed at Vienna in 1709 by Wolfung, bin on 
von Kempelen, a man of extraordinary 
mechanical ability, a good naturalist and 
nn artist. 


The automaton consisted of a chest, 


upon which was seated the figure of & 
Turk. 
The chest was 31/.: feet long, 2 


feet broad and 2'X> feet high, placed on 
casters, which emuled the exhibitor to 
move it from one part of an apartment 
to another. The object of this arrange- 
ment was to show the spectators that no 
trapdoor communicated with the chest. 
The left arm of the Turk was hollow, 
and through it ran a wire which commu- 
nicated with the interior of the chest, 
where, by means of a lever, the operator 
concealed within it was enabled to givo 
every desired motion to the arm, hand 
and fingers of the figure. 


When the doors of the automaton had 


been closed, the operator began to make 
his arrangements for the game. This he 
did by swinging the whole furniture of 
the interior of the chest—mock wheels, 
machinery, etc.—against the outer doors 
and walls .of the box, so as to throw all 
the subdivided compartment into one 
apartment. By this means he had room 
enough to seat himself comfortably be- 
fore the chessboard on which he played. 
The moves of the adversary of the Turk, 
when made ou the board before the figure, 
were communicated to the occupant of 
the chest by means of wires connected 
with a number of disks inserted in the 
top of the apartment, aud as soon as any 
one of the pieces on the Turk's board was 
touched the fuct wns communicated by 
the corresponding disks being put in mo- 
tion. The concealed chess player repro- 
duced his opponent's moves on his own 
board, and when ho was ready to reply 
to them he made use of the left arm of 
the figure for that purpose, as already 
stated. 


The automaton was exhibited in Yion- 


na for some months, attracting a crowd 
of savants from all parts of the empire. 
Finally, the scientific and mechanical pur- 
suits'of the baron having made sad in- 
roads on his patrimony, he set out on a 
lour through Kurope with the object of. 
endeavoring to retrieve his impaired for- 
tunes by giving exhibitions of his curious 
invention in the principal cities on the 
continent. 


Before starting on his travels Von 


Kenipelen engaged the services of the 
most skillful chess player ho could find 
to operate the automaton. To secure, 
too, the Turk from all hazard of defeat, 
ending of games were only played, under 
the pretext that complete games would 
occupy too much time. A book contain- 
ing a scries of end games was always 
handed to the opponents of the automa- 
ton, and they were allowed their choice 
of tho white or the black pieces. Neither 
in appearance could be fairer than this; 
but, us a matter of fact, the positions 
were so contrived that whoever took the 
first move—which the Turk invariably 
claimed—had a force won game. 


When liarou von Kempclcn died in 


1SU-1, his sou disposed of the automaton 
to one Maclzel, court mechanic at Ber- 
lin, who occasionally exhibited it. 
In 


1S09 Muclzcl was occupying some portion 
of the palace of Schoubrun, when Na- 
poleon made it his headquarters after the 
battle of Wagram. 
It was there that 


the automaton played uith tho emperor 
the now historic game of chess. 
Na- 


poleon, who was a pool player, quickly 
lost tho game. 
He then challenged the 


automaton to a second encounter. In the 
course of the game he purposely made 
a false move. The Turk bowed gravely 
and replaced the piece on its proper 
square. 
A few seconds later the em- 


peror repeated his maneuver and with a 
similar result. 
But when the thing oc- 


curred for tho third time the automaton 
swept the whole of the chessmen olT the 
board. 
Allgaicr, the inventor of the 


gambit nameil. after him, is believed to 
have been the player who had the temeri- 
ty to inflict so merited a rebuke upon 
the "victor of a hundred battles." 


About t\\o years later Eugene Beau- 


harnais. then viceroy of Italy, witnessed 
an exhibition of the automaton at Milan. 
His curiosity was so great that he 
bought of Maclzel both the automaton 
and the secret of bis mechanism for 30,- 
000 francs. The prince, however, soon 
tired of his purchase, and the Turk, rele- 
gated to a lumber room, passed the next 
four or five years in inglorious seclusion. 


In 1817 Muclzel bought back the au- 


tomaton at the same price Prince Eu- 
gene gave for it. 
After exhibiting tho 


Turk for several years in England and on 
the continent Maclzel sailed from Havre 
for New York in December, 1825. 
Here 


the automaton defeated the most skillful 
American amateurs and became the sen- 
sation of the day. 
During the tour of 


the Turk through the United States he 
drew great crowds, and the pockets of 
his owner became well filled. 


But in Baltimore, by a curious acci- 


dent, a discovery wns made of the fact 
that some one was concealed in the au- 
tomaton. 
The affair happened in this 


wise;- One day two lads mounted on the 
roof' of1 a shed' commanding; a view of 
the room to which the Turk retired after 
the exhibition was over. On this occa- 
sion Maclxel, as soon as tho audience 
had dispersed, rolled the automaton be- 
hind the curtain. 
Intent only on reliev- 


ing his ally from his Irksome confine- 
ment. Maelzel steppei? to the window, 
threw the shutters wide open and then 
returning to tho automaton lifted the 
top of the chest.. From this hiding place 
there emerged, in full sight of tho hoys, 
n man in his shirt sleeves. 
And so a 


secret that hail battled nil Ktiropo for 
nearly a century wan nt Inst made public 
by two American schoolboys.—Philadel- 
phia Record.
